The inhabitants of Chili, Peru and Cen­ 
tral America build bouses with the par­ 
ticular object in view of m aking them 
stand earthquake shocks. 
They are built 


j low and with heavy walls. 
The city of 
i Quito wa s destroyed by a shock in 18 59 
! a» d many thousand lives lost. 
Several 


j small towns iu Ecuador were destroyed 
at that time. 
An earthquake in Chili in 
18 22 raised an aera of the earth’s surface 
one hundred thousand square miles from 
two to seven feet, which fa ct leads T h e 
T e l e g r a p h to remark that mother earth 
is not such a very staple foot stool after 
all. 
In 169 2 there wus a depression of 
the earth s surface in the Island t f Jamaca 
which caused the greater part of the city 
of Port Royai, with its fine buildings, to 
disappear into the sea. 
About one thous­ 
and acres of land went down and the ves­ 
sels in the harbor were carried by the 
tide over the city. 
The earthquake of 
1775 in J a va eng ulfed forty villages and a 
volcano then in action disappeared be­ 
neath the sea . 
The terrible earthquake 
and the sinking of the earth’s surface at 
Krakatou three years since is of course 
fresh in the memory of the readers of 
T h e T e l e g r a p h . In 18 57 there were 
severe earthquakes in Naples. 
Shocks 
were continued a couple of months. 
Vesuvius continued in eruption, discharg­ 
ing clouds of smoke and accompanied 
with terrific explosions. 
The city 
of 
Naples was uninjured but a number of 
towns in the province were dertroyed. 
It 
was estimated at the time that thirty or 
forty 
thousand lives were lost. 
The 
earth opened and swallowed up the peo­ 
ple. 


The most terrible earthquake of modern 
times was that at Lisbon in 1775. 
The 
principal buildings of 
the city were 
thrown down by the first shock and in 
about six minutes, the record says, sixty 
thousand people were killed. 
Multitudes 
of citizens sought sa fety from fa lling 
buildings.(ouly to meet a more terrible 
fate) by crowding upon the stone quay 
which had just been constructed at the 
harbor. 
That immense stone work sud­ 
denly sunk to a depth of six hundred feet 
beneath the water. 
So sudden and terri­ 
ble was it that vessels in the harbor were 
taken down in the whirlpool and nothing 
again appeared at the surfa ce. 
Moun­ 
tains near were wrent and thrown in 
fragments into the valleys. 
All Europe 
was effected severejy and a slig ht shock 
was felt in this country. 
The most disas- 
terous earthquake on record was that 
which visited the ancient city of Antioch 
A. D . 526, which killed more than a 
quarter of million of people. -Syra was 
visited by an earthquake four hundred 
years before that which nearly destroyed 
Antioch. 
Herculaneum 
and 
Pompeii 
were destroyed by earthquakes fifty years 
earlier and buried by the ashes of V esu­ 
vius sixteen years afterwards. 


There come9 down through the ages a 
legend that an island, in the middle of the 
Atlantic ocean, inhabited with a people 
much advanced in civilization, and cover­ 
ed with opulent cities, was by an earth­ 
quake sunk in the ocean and not a sou 
left to tell about the horrible catastropby. 
The island, or country, w-as known as 
Atla ntis and it is said that its destruction 
was from ten to fifteen thousand years 
before Christ. 
There is some little evi­ 
dence extant that there may be some 
foundation for such a leg end. 
It is a 
very curious fact, in that connection, that 
in the middle of the Atlantic Ocean there

AMERICAN ACTORS IN ENGLAND.

America n Acto r* in Eng la nd , 


Su rely a great deal of exaggerated 
and irreparable nonsense has appeared 
in several American papers concerning 
the reception of several companies of 
American actors and artists in London. 
According to tlesc silly commu nica­ 
tions a London theater wou ld appear to 
be a kind of bear-pit echoing with 
savage growls, and with fair play con­ 
sistently denied to all artists who are 
not of English origin. 
All this is abso­ 
lu tely and palpably u ntru e. 
The ex­ 
cellent comedy company of Mr. Daly 
has from the very iirst been received 
with marked cou rtesy and u nu su al en­ 
thu siasm. 
I don’t believe there is a 
single member of Mr. Daly’s company 
who wou ld endorse one isolated word 
that has been spoken concerning the 
u nfairness of English au diences. 
I 
shou ld very mu ch like to know in what 
cou ntry in the world they are likely to 
play to more appreciative and enthu si­ 
astic people than have welcomed them 
at the Strand exactly as they welcomed 
them two years ago at Toole’s Theater. 
Mr. Dixey and his companions were 
taken for exactly what they were worth. 
They came with a bad, ru bbishy play 
and a clever you ng actor. 
The play 
was condemned, as it deserved to be, 
for it was trash; the actor has been ap­ 
plau ded and feted, extolled and written 
abou t even extravagantly, althou gh his 
great su ccess was made in an imitation 
of one of the most respected actors 
in England. 
Mr. D;.:ey’s Irving imi­ 
tation is talked abou t everywhere. Peo­ 
ple have been to the Gayety to see that 
and not the play called “Adonis,” which 
was all very w^ll in its way, bu t was 
fou nd u npalatable here, where that 
kind of aimless, formless, and witless 
bu rlesqu e has been done to death. 
Bu t su rely tkere has been no need to 
stretch international cou rtesy by prais­ 
ing entertainments that have no stand­ 
ing or character in their own cou ntry. 
Why shou ld London 
playgoers 
be 
asked to go and see what is intrinsically 
foolish and artistically bad. 
It is not 
enou gh in London to placard an Ameri­ 
can company in order to draw a crowd. 
Bu t good American art is as welcome 
here as the art of any cou ntry u nder 
the su n. 
Send u s a Jefferson, a Sal- 
vina, a Bernhardt, a Harding, or a 
Delau nay, and we are not likely to re­ 
ject 
them 
becau se 
they 
are 
not 
English, you know. 
In all my experi­ 
ence of the stage I have never yet seen 
one generou s artist ostracised or dis­ 
heartened after a trial trip in London. 
Althou gh many of u s differed in the 
estimate of the capabilities of the many 
actors and actresses sent over from 
America, su rely Florence, Owens, Mc­ 
Cu llou gh, Emmet, Edwin Booth, Law­ 
rence Barrett, and Mary 
Anderson 
had never to complain of discou rtesy in 
their treatment on this side of the At­ 
lantic. 
They were criticised, bu t it is 
to be hoped, temperately- and fairly; 
yet some of the American papers over­ 
flow with indignation becau se English 
au diences have not the patience to sit 
ou t the plays produ ced occasionally by 
managers who have no standing in their 
own cou ntry, and performed by artists 
who have yet to distingu ish themselves.

The u niversal prescription of Italian 
opera seems to have arou sed the ambi­ 
tion of the only two composers who 
cou ld hope to give it a fresh lease of 
life by breathing into it some of the 
force and spirit of modern orchestral 
mu sic. 
Signor Arrigo Boito is said to 
have made u p his mind at last to com­ 
plete and produ ce; “Nerone,” on which 
he has been more or less engaged for a 
dozen years. 
Verdi’s visit to Paris is 
au thoritatively asserted to have had 
something to do with the produ ction 
of “Otello.” 
The new work will prob­ 
ably be performed in La Scala abou t 
the beginning of 18 8 7, bu t there is a 
chance of its appearance in Paris in a 
French version at an earlier date. That 
Verdi aims at some approach to the in­ 
stru mental treatment of the school of 
Berlioz and the methods of the Wag­ 
nerian melodrama may be su rmised 
from the fact that before he left Paris 
he particu larly requ ested a hearing of 
M. Ernest Beyer’s “Sigu rd,” which was 
accordingly presented at 
the Grand 
Opera. 
It was ru mored some time 
since that Verdi’s new opera wou ld 
be withou t choru ses, bu t this is now de­ 
nied, the choral element 
being as 
largely u sed as iu “Aida.”—Mu sica l 
lieco rd .

A boy is something like a piece of 
iron. 
When in its rou gh state it isn’t 
worth mu ch, nor is it of very mu ch u se; 
bu t the more processes it is pu t throu gh 
the more valu able it becomes. 
A bar 
of iron that is worth only- $5 in its 
natu ral state is worth $12 when it is 
made into horseshoes; and after it goes 
throu gh the different processes by 
which it is made into nendles its valu e 
is increased to $340. 
Made into pen­ 
knife blades, it wou ld be worth $3,000, 
and into balance springs for watches, 
$25,000. 
Ju st think of that, boys, a piece of 
iron tlnat is comparatively worthless 
can be developed into su ch valu able 
material! Bu t the iron has to go 
throu gh a great deal of hammering and 
beating and rolling and pou nding and 
polishing; and so, if 
3011 are to become 
u sefu l and edu cated men, }'ou mu st go 
throu gh a long cou rse of stu dy and 
training. 
The more time you spend in 
hard stu dy, the better material you will 
make. 
The iron doesn’t have to go 
throu gh half as mu ch to be made into 
horseshoes as it does to be converted 
into delicate watch-springs. 
Bu t think 
how mu ch less valu able it is. 
Which 
wou ld you rather be, horseshoes or 
watch-springs? It depends on you r­ 
selves. 
You can become whichever 
you will. 
This is you r time of pre­ 
paring for manhood. 
Don’t think that I wou ld have you 
settle down to hard stu dy all the time, 
withou t any intervals for fu n. 
Not a 
bit of it. 
I like to see boy's have a 
good time, and I wou ld be very' sorry 
to have y-ou grow old before you r time, 
bu t 3*ou have ample opportu nity for 
stu dy and play, too, and I don’t want 
you to neglect the former for the sake 
of the latter.™ Ejc. 


“ The M issio n a ry to Do rse* . ” 


Boys are always fond of reading abou t 
heroes—men who have done great and 
noble deeds, and who have left the 
world better off for their having lived 
in it. 
The hero I want to tell you 
abou t here has done all his work for 
the good of su ffering animals—the 
“missionary to horses,” he has been 
called bv one au thor who has written 
lovingly abou t him. 
Edward F. Flower was 
born in 
England in 18 05. 
His father was a 
man of wealth, and at the age of 5 
his sou received the welcome gift of a 
pony. 
“Little Moses” was the pony's 
name, and almost with the gift came 
the boy's first lesson as to the way in 
which lie shou ld treat du mb animals. 
Edward was displeased with something 
the pony did, and whipped him, where­ 
u pon Mr. Flower the elder promptly 
whipped Master Edward, asking him 
how he liked the operation. 
“Not at 
*11,” was the boy’s reply. 
His father 


then explained that an animal shou ld 
never be pu nished except for grave 
miscondu ct any more than a boy. 
Ed­ 
ward learned the lesson well, and from 
that time he never failed to treat with 
kindness any animal that he had to do 
with. 
Mr. Flower’s boyhood was spent in 
the western part of ou r own cou ntry, 
where his father established a large 
stock farm. 
Here his time was mostly 
spent among animals, which became 
his friends and playmates. 
He was an 
accomplished hu nter. 
One of his bi­ 
ographers tells u s that, when he retu rned 
to England, at 
the age of 
2 0 , he 
was dressed “in cordu ro}* tronsers, a 
hu nting shirt with fringes, moccasin 
shoes, and a cap made from a ’coon’s 
skin, with the tail hanging down be­ 
hind.” 
What a figu re he mu st have 
made in Birmingham, where he went 
into bu siness! It probably did not 
take him long to change his dress, 
however, for we learn that he was very' 
su ccessfu l in pleasing his emplo}’er8, 
and in time he became the head of a 
bu siness of his own, and realized a 
large fortu ne. 
On going from the free life of ou r 
Western plains to the crowded streets 
of English cities, one of the first things 
Mr. Flower noticed was the cru elty 
shown in the treatment of animals. 
Every overdriven cab horse, every u n* 
happy-looking dog, every mu le or goat 
compelled to work hard and su ffer 
blows from u nfeeling men and boys, 
appealed to his heart. 
He resolved to 
do everything he cou ld to help the 
poor creatu res who cou ld not speak to 
tell their own wrongs. 
The way in which 
carriage-liorses 
are harnessed, and especially what is 
called the “bearing-rein,” arou sed Mr. 
Flowers indignation. 
He issu ed apam- 
plilet entitled “Horses and Harness,” 
in which he says, “A tight bearing-rein 
is u sed to pu ll the horses’ heads u p, a 
fixed martingale to pu ll them down, 
and close blinkers to prevent them from 
seeing their way.” 
He maintained that 
no horse cou ld have his head 
so 
strapped u p withou t su ffering the great­ 
est misery. 
Yet it is done l>y people 
who claim to be thou ghtfu l and consid­ 
erate. 
He even tells abou t going to a 
meeting of the Society for the Preven­ 
tion of Cru elty to Animals, and finding 
a dozen carriages at the door with the 
horses su ffering in this way. 
He tried 
to call the attention of the meeting to 
the su bject, and they ordered him to 
be pu t ou t of the room. 
Bu t the more difficu lties Mr. Flower 
met with, the harder 
he 
worked. 
Everywhere he went, particu larly in 
sou thern cou ntries, like France, Italy, 
and Egypt, he saw animals overworked 
and overladen. 
He did all he cou ld in 
the way of talking and writing, and 
interesting influ ential people in the 
cau se. 
In conju nction with Sir Arthu r 
Helps he issu ed a book on the su bject, 
entitled “Animals and their Masters.” 
When he was 75 years old he prepared, 
with the help of his wife, a volu me 
called “The Stones of London. ” 
This 
was to call attention to the variou s 
methods of paviu g city streets. 
Bit­ 
terly he denou nces the terrible cobble­ 
stones over which the poor cart-horses 
are compelled to drag tlieir heavy 
loads. 
Their disappearance from the 
main thorou ghfares of nearly' all ou r 
great cities is the direct resu lts of his 
efforts. 
Few men have worked more faith­ 
fu lly in a good cau se than Mr. Flower. 
The story of his life in the West, and 
the incidents of his long and faithfu l 
stru ggle to lighten the trou bles of ani­ 
mals, read like a romance. 
No man 
was ever more interested or enthu si­ 
astic in any work he had u ndertaken. 
Of the terrible “bearing-rein” which 
trou bles horses so mu ch, he has been 
heard to say, “Thou gh I am old I do 
not despair of living long enou gh to 
have it engraved u pon my tombstone, 
’He was one of those men who cau sed 
the bearing-rein to be abolished,’”— 
Ha rp er's Yo u n g Peo p le.

Fifteenth Century. 
There is a beau tifu l old-fashioned 
wooing recorded in the jou rnal of Eliza­ 
beth Woodville, previou s to her mar­ 
riage with Lord Grey. 
This lady 
afterward became the Qu een of Edward 
IV., and died in 148 6. 
She describes a 
certain blissfu l Monday on which she 
first became acqu ainted with Lord 
Grey. 
The lady rose at fou r in the 
morning and helped Catherine, the 
dairy-maid, to milk the cows. 
Then 
she made a pou ltice for Rachael, an­ 
other dairy-maid, and gave Robin a 
penny to get a pill from the apothecary. 
At 6 o’clock she breakfasted on |a bu t­ 
tock of beef and beer, “a little of the 
stalest.” 
At 7 o’clock she 
rode 
a 
matter of six miles on a little pony 
withou t saddle or bridle. At 1 0 o’clock 
she dined, and thu s ru ns the entry' in 
her dair}': 
“Went to dinner. 
John 
Grey, a most comely }rou th, bu t what 
is that to me ? A virtu ou s maiden 
shou ld always be u nder the direction of 
her parents. 
John Grey ate bu t little 
and stole a great many tender looks at 
me. 
John Grey likes white teeth; my 
teeth are of a pretty good color, I think, 
and my hair is as black as jet, thou gh I 
say it, and John, if I mistake not, is of 
the 
same 
opinion.” At II o’clock 
she walked in the fields with the com­ 
pany. John Grey lifted her over every 
stile, and “twice squ eezed my hand 
with great vehemence.” At three in 
the afternoon a farmer’s hou se wa» 
bu rned down. 
John Grey proposed a 
su bscription on the spot, and gave fou r 
pou nds himself. 
“Never saw' him look 
so cornel}’ as at that moment,” sa}’s the 
lady in her dairy. 
Fou r o’clock saw 
her at prayers, and immediately after­ 
ward 
she fed the hogs and pou ltry- 
At 7 o’clock she su pped 
on baked 
goose pie and pork, “roasted to rags.’” 
At 9 o’clock she 
was in bed, and, 
having a good digestion, she dreamed 
abou t her lover instead of demons, 
which, according to Fu seli, generally 
visit the slu mbers of the individu al who 
indu lges in a su pper of pork. Bu t how 
qu aint, peacefu l, and pastoral is the last 
entry', dealing with this eventfu l day in 
the jou rnal. 
“Nine o'clock. 
The com- 
pan}’ fast asleep. 
These late hou r» 
• very disagreeable. 
Said m}’ prayers a 
second time, John Grey having dis­ 
tracted my thou ghts too mu ch the first 
time. 
Fell asleep and dreamed of John 
Grey.” 
Bu t little did she dream in 
those qu iet days of 
trou blou s life 
which was before her; how she wou ld 
become Qu een of England, and die at 
last in confinement at Sou thwark.

issu e as connected with woman’s work. 
'There are women, howev er, who d o 
earn their d aily bread in this line. 
With them it is a seriou s fancy work. 
The most artistic part of it is d one for 
priv ate wealthy patrons. 
The choicest 
d esigns and combinations of colors and 
materials are not ex hibited in tho av er­ 
age parlor. 
In the particu lar accepta­ 
tion of the term of fancy work it is not 
necessary to regard it in the light of 
high art. 
Home art may inclu d e fancy 
work in its simple pretensions; bu t if 
high art is sou ght, one mu st go higher 
than the av erage means will permit. 
High art may be seen, bu t not pos­ 
sessed , by the av erage behold er. 
A 
Vand erbilt may pay $6 ,000 for two 
sheep and fou r cows on canv as, and 
consid er it bu t a small pu rchase in tho 
realms of high art. 
Another person, 
w ishing for something akin to high art, 
is blighted in tho wish for the real, so 
bu y s a plaster paris figu re containing 
some pretense to sy mmetry of form, 
d rapes it with a gossamer tex tu re, and 
places it in a shad y corner on a d ark 
ped estal. 
This is a compromise be­ 
tween high and home art. 
The d ecora­ 
tiv e art has, ind eed , d elu ged some of 
ou r mod ern homos with a wearisome 
amou nt of crewel-ty .

The greater 
nu mber of women d o not ex perience 
the relax ation that a piece of fancy 
work may offer, so u rgent are their 
d aily d u ties. 
A company of lad ies ru s­ 
ticating at any one cou ntry resort is not 
the fac-similo of the world of women 
at all. 
It is not probable that women 
of any meritoriou s d egree carry their 
better energies to any su mmer resort. 
What fancy work may be to women 
there, the narcotic elements of the 
choice Hav ana may be to ou r gentlemen 
friend s, in moments of leisu re.

of it the fraud is apparent, it having b een got 
up here b y some needy correspondent “ W hy,’ 
said Minister of Fisheries Foster, “ the Domin­ 
ion government would never ratify a treaty 
unless there was some clause emb odied in it 
defining the rights of Canadian sealers to kill 
seal in Alaskan waters.” Minister Foster 
sa\*s that, as regards the negotiations, they 
stand as they have stood for some time past,

A friend of the writer** who he* suf­ 
fered from dyspepsia during almost her 
entire life, considers the suggestions in 
the following extracts from an article 
in a recent issue of the Jo u rn a l o f 
Hea lth to be the most in accord with 
her own. experience of anything on the 
subject lately published: 
Hurried eating of meals, followed 
immediately by some employment that 
occupies the whole attention and tak es 
up all, or nearly all, of the physical 
energies, is sure to result in dyspepsia 
in one form or another. 
Sometimes it 
shows itself in excessiv e irritability, a 
sure indication that nerv e force has 
been exhausted; the double draught in 
order to digest the food and carry on 
the business has been more than nature 
could stand without being thrown out 
of balance. In another case, the per­ 
son is exceedingly dull as soon as he 
has a few minutes of leisure. 
The 
mind seems a dead blank , and can only 
mov e in its accustomed channels, and 
then only when compelled. This, also, 
is an indication of nerv ous exhaustion. 
Others will hav e decided pains in the 
stomach, or a sense of weight, as if a 
heav y burden was inside. 
Others, again, will be able to eat 
nothing that will agree with them; 
ev erything that is put inside the stom­ 
ach is made the subject of a v iolent 
protest on the part of that organ, ^ nd 
the person suffers untold agonies in 
consequence. 
Others suffer from con­ 
stant hunger. 
They may eat all they 
can, and feel hungry still. 
If they 
feel satisfied for a little time, the least 
unusual exertion brings on the hungry 
feeling, and they can do no more until 
something is eaten. 
It is almost need­ 
less to say that this condition is not 
hunger, but inflammation of the stom­ 
ach. 
Scarcely 
any 
two 
persons 
are affected exactly in the same way, 
the disordered condition manifesting 
itself according to temperament and 
occupation, employments that call for 
mental work , and those whose scene of 
action lies indoors, affecting persons 
more seriously than those carried on in 
the open air and those which are mere­ 
ly mechanical and do not engage the 
mind. 
All, or nearly all, of these difficulties 
of digestion might hav e nev er been 
k nown by the sufferers had they left 
their business behind them and rested 
a short time after eating, instead of 
rushing off to work immediately after 
hastily swallowing their food. 
Nature does not do two things at a 
time, and do both well, as a rule. 
All 
k now that when a force is div ided it is 
weak ened. If the meal were eaten 
slowly, without preoccupation of the 
mind, and the stomach allowed at least 
half an hour’s chance to get its work 
well undertak en before the nerv ous 
force is turned in another direction, pa­ 
tients suffering from dyspepsia would 
be few. 
A physician once said: “It does not 
so much matter what we eat as how we 
eat it.” While this is only partly true, 
it certainly is true that the most health­ 
ful food hurriedly eaten, and imme­ 
diately followed by work which en­ 
gages the entire av ailable physical and 
mental forces, is much worse than a 
* 
meal of poor food eaten leisurely and 
followed by an interv al of rest.—Amer­ 
ica n Cu ltiva to r. 


D R . H O L L A N D I N J O U R N A L IS M .. 
The accession of Dr. Holland to the 
Springfield Rep u b lica n 
, says George 
S. Merriam, was an important ev ent in 
its history. He and Mr. Bowles sup­ 
plemented each other. 
Mr. Bowles 
was a born journalist, and showed 
early an instinct for news, an aptitude 
for politics, and a sk ill in administra­ 
tion. Dr. Holland, who was Bev en 
years his senior, came to the paper 
equipped with more of literary culture 
and taste, and was always a writer 
rather than an editor. 
He was strong 
in his conv ictions, warm in his feelings, 
sensitiv e to the moral element in any 
question, and the master of a forcible, 
lucid and popular style. 
His interest 
lay not so much in politics as in the 
personal conduct of life, and social 
usages and institutions. His editorials 
in the 
Rep u b lica n 
were one of the 
earliest signs that 
the 
newspaper 
press was beginning to exercise, along 
with its other functions, that of direct 
moral instruction, which had hitherto 
been almost a monopoly of the churoh. 
Many of his articles were short and 
pithy lay sermons. 
They dealt direct­ 
ly with morals and religion, in their 
practical rather than theological appli­ 
cations. They discussed such topics 
as the mutual duties of husbands and 
wiv es, of laborers and employers; the 
principles of conduct for young men 
and young women, and the lik e. 
This 
was an innov ation in journalism. 
It 
found fav or among a community which 


tak as lift seriously and earnestly. It 
signified in truth an expansion of the 
newspaper’s possibilities, 
which has as 
yet only begun to be work ed out. 
Dr. 
Holland was admirably qualified for a 
pioneer in this k ind of work . He was- 
■o far in sympathy with the established 
churches and the accepted theology 
that he reached and held 
a wide con­ 
stituency, while he was little trammel­ 
ed by theological or ecclesiastical tech­ 
nicalities. 
He was quito as impatient 
as Mr. Bowles of any assumption of au­ 
thority by a party or a church, and the 
Rep u b lica n 
early showed an independ­ 
ence of the clergy, and a willingness to 
criticise them on occasion, which often 
drew wrath upon its head. 
But its at­ 
titude jward the churches and the re­ 
ligion they represented, though an 
in­ 
dependent was also a friendly one. Jn 
general, Dr. Holland added to the pa­ 
per a higher literary tone and a broad­ 
er recognition of human interests. 


S M A L L E S T A B L I S H M E N T S . 
Very often people are prone to speak 
derogatory of the small establishments, 
many going so far as to affirm them un­ 
necessary, 
declaring all connected 
therewith an unmitigated nuisance, but 
except in those instances, happily ex­ 
tremely rare, where the proprietors of 
these little foot-power shops, by v irtue 
of low rents and other expenses, tak e 
large jobs at a v ery low price, the small 
or unpretentious shop or factory is of 
importance not second to the large ones 
employing the hundreds of artisans. 
It is in these little affairs where the 
most important mechanical and en­ 
gineering achiev ements hav e had their 
origin. 
In them the dirty begreased 
amateur has work ed out some of the 
most complex problems of the age, and 
though in the great majority of in­ 
stances the unk nown smith has not en­ 
joyed the financial results of his toil 
and sk ill, money-bags hav ing reaped 
the reward, nev ertheless, the stubborn 
facts remain that a great proportion of 
the more important mechanical discov ­ 
eries of this marv elous century can 
trace their origin to this humble and 
unpretentious source—the cold, damp 
basement, or dingy garret containing 
the little shop. Without the little shop 
many larger ones would hav e nev er 
been built, and without them v ery many 
massiv e engines would soon hav e little 
or nothing to do. 
All honor to the lit­ 
tle shop; the lathe, the drill, the anv il, 
chisel, hammer, and forge are branches 
as important to be taught in our schools 
as geography, and by the side of which, 
as bread-winners alone. Greek , Latin, 
and Hebrew sink into the most abject 
insignificance. 
More small shops in 
school, howev er, say we.

MAINE’S SARDINES. 


THE MAGIC CHANGE EFFECTED BY A 
YANKEE’ S PATENT SAUCE. 


The Herring Taste Eradicated, Behold a 
French Sardine WA Herring Fishery . 
Dex terity o f Boy s and Girls nt Work. 
In Box es. 


‘•Nine-tenths of our sardines come from 
Maine,” said a wholesale New York grocer. 
“ There are in Eastport alone ov er twenty 
places where they manufacture sardines, and 
there are a dozen others at J onesport, Lubec 
and other towns. The business began in 187(5, 
and was started by some New Yorkers who 
went to Eastport and at first did quite a busi­ 
ness in packing small herring in peculiar-look­ 
ing little wooden kegs in a pickle of spices. 
These herring were placed on the market as 
“ Russian herring,” and I can remember when 
this cheap and fraudulent fish was on 
the bills of fare of the swell restaurants 
of New 
York 
os 
the 
highest 
priced 
relish they serv ed. These enterprising New 
Yorkers made money fast in their Maine v en­ 
ture, but they believ ed there was more still 
in modeling the herring upon French sar­ 
dines, although some shrewd Yankees had 
ex perimented ex tensiv ely , and spent much 
money in try ing to make the v enture prac­ 
tical some y ears before. 
It had been found 
ev sy to cook the little fish, pack them in oliv e 
oil in imitation sardine cans, and giv e them 
the appearance of genuine imported sardines. 
But when they came to bo eaten the fraud 
was palpable. The rich, spicy flav or of the 
French sardine was not there, but only the 
unmistakable taste of the nativ e herring. 
The Yankees could not discov er any means 
by which the herring taste could be eradi­ 
cated, and the sardine business was pro­ 
nounced a failure; but our 
smart New 
Yorkers, after a few ex periments, hit upon a 
mix ture of oils and spices for a packing 
sauce which made a sardine of a herring in a 
twinkling, and a gigantic industry has 
sprung from the simple discov ery . 
A HERRING FISHERY. 
“ A herring fishery is a simple thing. Small 
trees or brush are thrust into the sandy 
bottom of the sea, arranged In a line running 
out probably 100 feet or more, and then 
curv ing back to the shore again. This is 
called a trap, and inside of it a huge net is 
set. When the tide is going out the net is 
raised, and the fish that come up with it are 
taken out with scoop nets. Sometimes this 
catch will be so large that the weight of the 
fish will break the bottom out of the big net, 
and the great heap of fish will nearly all 
escape. Then, again, tfe# fishermen are able 
to carry in a bushel bag all the herring that 
are caught in a haul. 
Herring, like mack­ 
erel, will follow a light on Ihe water, and 
some fishermen take adv antage of this to fish 
for them in a peculiar way . Two or three 
fishermen go in a boat 
They are prov ided 
with torches made of cotton batting, satu­ 
rated with 
kerosene. 
Dark nights are 
chosen, and the boats are rowed along the 
shores, with a torch in the bow of each boat 
It is soon known when a school of herring is 
reached, for the fish dart frantically after the 
wake of light made by the torch, and make 
the w ater seethe and boil in their rash. The 
fishermen hav e short poles, on one end of 
which is a small scoop net They dip the 
herring out of the water with these as fast.as 
the nets can be handled, and so intent are the 
fish on the light that the net does not disturb 
them in the least. 
In this way boat load 
after boat load of future sardines aro cap­ 
tured in a short time. 
“ The way these herring are handled at the 
factories is a sight well worth going all tho 
way to Maine to sea. After being captured 
the fish are taken immediately to the fac 
tories. 1 hey are laid in heaps on long tables. 
I have heard some of the native fishermen 
arou nd here talk abou t their skill in skinning 
a catfish. 
If they cou ld see some of the boys 
and girls who work in these sardine factories 
clean these herring they wou ld never men­ 
tion skinning a catfish again. Tho fish are 
cleaned as soon as they come in. I stood 
and watched a 7-year-old girl go throu gh tho 
operation and timed her. 
She beheaded and 
gu tted seventy-five herring every minu te for 
ten minu tes withou t a miss or a halt, and 
they told me that there were hu ndreds more 
that cou ld do the same thing and keep it u p 
all day. The dexterity is simply marvellou s. 
The head of the fish is cu t oil and the entrails 
are removed with one stroke of the knife, bu t 
how it is done I am not able to say. Each 
fish cleaner has a box at his feet which holds 
a bu shel, and a constant stream of fish is fall­ 
ing from his hands into that box. Every 
time it is filled the boy or gild has earned ten 
cents.

There is a class of these Maine sardines, 
however, known as prime, which are pre­ 
served in the best cotton seed oil 
“New York is the great wholesale center 
for those Yankee sardines, home idea of the 
magnitu de of the bu siness may Ik? obtained 
when I tell you that one factory alone in 
Lu bec, and there are others that are doing 
| as big a bu siness, made nnd sold nearly 
i i JX 
x>,<>00 boxes of sardines last year, to sav 
nothing of sea trou t and other brands of 
transformed herring. 
The manu factu rers 
or packers make a clear profit of six 
cents a box, the factory price being abou t 
eleven cents a box. These same sardines are 
retailed every day for forty cents a Ikix, and 
you will jmiv hair a dollar for a box if you 
order sardines at you r restau rant in New 
York.—New York Su n.

and are then placed in pickle 
for an hou r. Taken from the pickle, they aro 
laid on trays 
and placed in a dry ing room 
heated to a high temperature by steam. 
When dry the fish are boiled in large shallow 
paiis filled with oil, the fish being thoroughly 
cooked in the oil. 
Girls and women then 
pack the herring in the box es in which they 
are placed in the rfiarket. The sauce discov ­ 
ered by the enterprising New Yorker, which 
is a patented article, is poured into the box es.
